We believe we shall be carrying the entire 
community with us in venturing the hope 
that steps will be immediately taken to com- 
-memorate, in some permanent form, the noble 
career of the late Dr. Michael Friedliinder. The pious and beloved 
Principal of Jews’ College did a great work, with all the devotion of a 
singularly earnest character. His life was lived on a high plane of duty, 
and it is the inspiration of his blameless record that. we devoutly desire 
to see handed on from generation to generation. 
asked, how we can most suitably commemorate such a life as that of 
Dr. Friedlinder. In our view the answer is quite obvious—by strengthen- 
ing the institution which he loved with every fibre of his being, and to 
which he gave the best of his great mind and character, Here, indeed, is 
a unique chance for our community 
philanthropist in particular, to achieve a double purpose. The well- 
to-do Jews of America have endowed their seminaries in princely 
fashion. They have recognised the urgent necessity of doing so 
in the interests of American Judaism. With us the necessity is no 
less urgent. The whole future of Judaism in this country lies 
within the walls of Jews’ College. The one need of the College is an 
Endowment Fund. Why not create one and attach to it the name of Dr. 
Friedliinder in everlasting memorial? A ‘ Dr. Friedlinder Endowment” 
ought to meet with a ready response from the community, which knows 
full well that without some such help to Jews’ College,a strong ministry 
cannot be ensured for Anglo-Jewry. Witha capable ministry, inviting 
all classes to its calling, our creed and our people in these islands may take 
a fresh lease of life ; without it, we see nothing but breakers ahead. Ifsome 
person or persons will step in at this none tooearly, but really psychological, 
moment in Anglo-Jewish history, and adequately endow Jews’ College and 
fit it for its future burdens, he will: not only provide the best possible 
memorial for the noble life that has recently ended, but do a timely service 
of inealeulable value to the whole of our community. The opportunity

attached to our people on account of the poverty of the College, and of 
accomplishing a vital piece of constructive work for English Judaism, 
does not often present itself. We hope devoutly that the hour will not 
fail to produce the man -or men. | 

The lamented death of Baron David Giinzburg is a serious 
blow to Russian Jewry. With our hapless corcligionists 
in Russia exposed everywhere to the capricious tyranuy 
of a host of satraps and their numerous satellites, the 
possession: of a “friend at Court” was of vital importance. Such a 
benefactor was the deceased Baron ; and his loss is consequently a matter 
of grave concern for our Russian brethren. Baron Giinzburg came of a 
family which was noble in more than the mere titular sense. Its nobility 


has lain, for generations, not in the letters patent issued by the Tsar, but 
in the great uprightness and lofty philanthropy of its members. The 


Baron 
Gunzburg. 


Giinzburgs have personified to the world that fine type of Jew which, 


while able to hold its own in the material world, has combined with this 
quality a high idealism that has found expression in study, in religion 
and in beneficence towards the poor and oppressed. But the virtues of 
this family have not saved the Jews as a whole; and even the power of the 
“ friend at Court ” was sadly limited, as was shown only too vividly upon 
the occasion of the deputation to M. Stolypin not long ago, when, in spite 
of the fact that Baron Giinzburg headed the delegates, they were received 
rudely and dismissed without a word of hope. The dead philanthropist 
has passed away at a moment of unrelieved gloom in the Russo-Jewish 
situation. It is difficult to see even the faintest glimmer of cheerfulness, 
and one knows not whither the six million Jews, deprived one by one of 
their leaders and strong men, may finally drift. 


It was, perhaps, inevitable that the deplorable outrages in 


The Houndsditch should provoke an outery against the administra- 
Aliens tionofthe Aliens Act. In the first moment of blind fury, 
Act. some scapegoat was sought, and popular nescience, aided by 


a little political prejudice, found it in the Act and the manner 
in which it was carried cut. We would ask those who have taken part in 


the recent outcry to examine the matter with somewhat greater care and 
discrimination. In what way could the present administration of the Act 
have prevented the exclasion of the Houndsditch criminals? Can it be 
that the men in question were admitted as political refugees 2? We have 
seen no hint or suggestion that that wasso. Bat if it was the regulation 
as to political refugees which facilitated the entry of the murderers, can 
it be argued that the absence of such a regulation would have been fatal 
to their admission ? Surely these men could have obtained entry—as many 


The question may be: 


in general, or some wealthy 


oe. 
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so-called “ undesirables ” certainly do—as first-class passengers. Or they 
might have entered on one of the boats carrying a small number of 
passengers. Those who cry out against the administration of the Act 
should remember that the law, as it was passed, did not contemplate 
the keeping out of criminals—it was conceded that for that purpose the 
Act was useless—it was, by its best friends, recommended only for its 
alleged economic virtues. 
| 

We see in some quarters a demand fora stronger Act, 
or a stronger administration, in order that alien 
criminals should be kept out of this country. We have 
the profoundest sympathy with this aspiration, and 
have never missed an opportunity, from the inception of the anti-aliens 
agitation, of so saying. We desire to see the country rid of foreign 
criminals, if only for the reason that their presence here is certain to 
prejudice the cause of the hard-working, honest and industrious immi- 
grant, who is, too often, a refugee from a destructive oppression. But we 
have to understand the difficulties of the case and the limits that are set 
to any legislation. Last week we quoted the heads of the police force 
and a famous magistrate as to the difliculty of excluding criminals at the 
port of entry. How would'the critics of the-present administration pro- 
ceed if they were themselves invested with power? Would they examine 
first-class as well as the other passengers ? How could this effectively be 
done on the short Channel journeys, even if such passengers were ready to 
submit to the process? Would they bring all vessels carrying twelve 
passengers or more under the operation of the Act? Surely that would 
not prevent a foreign anarchist from finding his way to these shores.

There are plenty of boats reaching England with only twelve or more 
passengers on board ; and if a Russian or other anarchist found it neces- 
Sary to come here he would reach his destination either by one of those 
boats, or as a sailor, or in any of the many other ways that might be con- 
ceived. Indeed, sucha person might well be possessed of a fund of money 
and the knowledge of a trade, and as such might easily pass muster as a 
good immigrant, even though he arrived as a third-class passenger. No- 
one was able to suggest to the Commission any safe and conclusive test of 
the aliens’ antecedents abroad. The fact is that the more we consider the 
matter the more impracticable does the idea of relying upon exclusion 
appear. It is to be hoped, therefore, that Parliament will not be rushed into 
any panic-legislation on the question. If any meanscan be discovered by 
which criminals can be excluded without injustice to innocent men and 
women weshould heartily welcome them in common with all men of goodwill. 
But in the long run we believe that the most effective weapons for the 
diminution of alien crime will be found in the punishment of deportation, 
recommended by Sir E. R. Henry; the close watching of suspicious 
elements’ in the population; but above all, in the exercise of a wholesome 
influence on the rulers of certain foreign countriés, in order to prevent the 
manufacture of crime, either for home purposes or for ex port abroad, 


In this connection we heartily welcome the hint thrown 


-The Root out by the Times this ‘reek, of international action on the 
of the question of immigration. Our contemporary calls for an 
Trouble. investigation, among other things. into the canses which 


urge the emigrants to quit their homes--‘‘ whether merel\ 
poverty and the hope of better wages, or whether persecution or political 
and social disabilities have driven them forth.” “The constant throng 


which swarms from certain centres,” says the Times, “denotes the 
existence of some abnormal influences or circumstances, the permanent 
presence of evils, the consequence of which should not be borne by other 
countries.” We are glad thus to see a glimmer of recognition of the truth 
that there are malign propulsive forces at work which are compelling 
wholesale emigration from.certain countries. The surest way to restrict 
the immigration is to exert international pressure for the mitigation of the 
“evils” which give rise toit. Wetrust that the day is not far distant 
when such united action—which was foreshadowed by the action of the 
United States in regard to Roumania—will be undertaken by the Powers. 
[tis not only England and the United States which have a locus standi in 
this matter. Those who speak as though England alone were the dumping- 
ground of criminals may be reminded of the fact that the fourth robbery 
under arms during the past two years has just been perpetrated in 


Germany by Russian subjects, the manager of a bank having been murdered 
and the bank robbed. 


The annual Chanucah celebration for Jews in the 
Naval and Military Services was an impressive 
manifestation. We need hardly say that it was not 
intended as a demonstration of loyalty to the 
Empire, for the time has long gone by when any doubts could be cast upon 
the patriotism of His Majesty’s subjects. If the service has any purpose or 
utility at all, itis to’keep Jewish soldiers and sailors in touch with their 
ancestral faith, in the full knowledge that such contact will make 
them better servants of the Sovereign, as well as in other respects 
worthier citizens of the Empire. These annual services, however, serve 
another purpose, in that they mark the steady increase in the number of 
Jews wearing His Majesty’s uniform, The Jewish Chaplain to the Forces 
(the Rev. M. Adler), was enabled to announce last Sunday that the Navy 
the Regular Army, and the Territorial Forces could count increased 
numbers of Jewish recruits. It is interesting to find that the War Office 
- for what reason it is not stated—has recently asked for information upon 
the number of Jews who took part in the South African War, 
the number of casualties they suffered, and the number of Jews in the

Verritorial Forces. Mr. Adler was enabled to inform the War Office that —

A study of the probable origin and 
possible destiny of Jews is bound to rivet the attention of the thought- 
ful, and when Dr. Maurice Fishberg, of New York, lays before us a volume 
on“ The Jews: A Study of Race and Environment,” * which he tells us, “ is 
an attempt to present the results of anthropological, demographic 
pathological, and sociological investigations” of our people it is no 
wonder that he at once secures our profound interest for what he has to say

in many respects Dr. Fishberg’s book is notable. It shows, as I find 
abounding evidence in its pages that it. is intended to show, immense 
industry, consummate pains, vast literary and statistical resources. It con- 
tains, to be sure, much information of greaé value, and it sets forth many 
tacts absorbing in their interest for any who desire to study the Jewish 
people. Bat, as a whole, the volume is profoundly unsatisfying, uncon- 
vineing and disappointing. The material the author has brought 
together with such assiduousness, excellent as much of it is in itself 
he serves up without care, like the foolish housewife who imagines 
that the success of a dinner is secured by the profuseness with which 
the supply of the fare is ordered. Dr. Fishberg forgets there is 
everything in the deft serving-up of literature and statistics: his book is 
badly cooked, poorly served, indigestible. He relies so much upon statisties 
that he ignores obvious facts--and there is often but a distant cousinship 
subsisting between thetwo. He strains his eyes to such an extent in order 
to discover the minute that he has become blinded to what is as plain to 
. the ordinary man with the proverbial half-an-eye as the nose upon his face.

The conclusions: Dr. Fishberg has, in this fashion, led himself to, con- 


cerning the origin of what we know as the Jewish people, are remark- 
able. He declares that he can find no evidence of a Jewish “ race” 
amongst us, no evidence of a possession of common “somatic habits” and 
“anatomical peculiarities,” and hence, so he argues, he finds convincing 
proot that Jews are not a separate race, that they are a series of amalgams 
of many races—that, indeed, to put it shortly, it is absurd to eall 
the Jew a Semite.

It is difficult to folléw Dr. Fishberg in his 
conclusions as to our origin.

When, however, we approach his ideas of the destiny of the Jew, the 
short reasoning of the author becomes even more apparent. Dr. Fishberg 
dismisses the destiny of the Jews very summarily. He merely puts a literary 
megaphone to his mouth, and shouts Judenheraus’ “ Only that and nothing 
more.” It is a new way of an old cry with which, alas! the Jew is familiar. 
That, put shortly, is the author's message as to our future. For he perceives 
nothing but a constant increase amongst us of intermarriage and of 


conversion, a constantly growing proportion of Jews as Jews going to perdi- 


tion. His argument is thus. He sees no chance of maintaining the Jewish 
people in existence except by means of persecution. He believes that the 
day of persecution for our people is nearing its end, and that with freedom 
and toleration we shall intermarry wholesale, having neglected every vestige 
of our faith and our religion in order to take our part in the citizenship of 
the nations among whom we are cast. With our faith and religion neglected 
and rejected, within comparatively the next few years the Jew will become 


merged, lost, and as a genus will be extinct as is the Megatherium and the 
Joao.

~The soil in which alone the Jew qui Jew can thrive is persecution, 
argues Dr. Fishberg. That soil is fast drying up. Hence,the destiny of the 
Jew is rapid disappearance in the near future. His book thus tends first to 
besmirch our past and then to damn our future! What a paradox is its 
message! All these long and toilsome years we have been hit and buffeted, 
without even deserving punishment, for being a separate race—the direst 
offence that we thought had any basis of justice in its allegation! And 


now, those who are fired with the spirit of care and regard for the Jewish. 


people and its future, who slave and toil for the amelioration of their 
people's lot are really its worst enemies, for they are working so that 
the condition in which alone the Jew can thrive as Jew but cannot endure 
1s man Shall be replaced by one in which he is utterly doomed as Jew but 
may thrive as man. Thus, we poor Jews are fast on the sharpest horns 
of a dilemma the world has ever known persecution or damnation are our 
only alternatives. So Dr. Fishberg would have us believe. That is the 
bewildering paradox of his book. But - |

I wonder how often, in the course of our history, there have been Fish- 
bergs who thus have “* prophesied ’ concerning us ? Here, in this very week, 
we are anniversarising a period in our history when all that was distinctively 
Jewish in our people had well-nigh petered out like the drop of sacred oil that 
remained for the Temple. But someof the oil was left—it served to render 
our light still perpetual. Juden heraus’ We have survived that cry 
uttered with the raucous voiceof violence. We shall assuredly not be utterly 
demolished when it is blown at us through Dr. Fishberg’s statistic-trumpet. 
He is right when he points to Jewish defection, to intermarriage, to con- 
version, to careless disregard of all that is Jewish amongst our people in 
lands where they are free. But he forgets that the Jew these thousands of 
years has never ventured to pray for the salvation of the whole of bis 
It is for “ the remnant of Thy flock ” that he invokes mercy. It is 
on the remnant that he relies. It is the remnant by which Judaism has ever 
been saved in its darkest hours. The Maccab:ean remnant saved it from 
trecian assimilation, earlier the poor remnant of the Jews in Babylon who 
“sowed in tears” re-formed our people in Palestine. Earlier still, the 
remnant of Gibeon saved us from annihilation. The faithful few are suffi- 
cient—the glorious remnant who are “ for the Lord.” —

And so, as I close this volume of Dr. Fishberg's after carefully reading all 
he has tosay about the origin of our pgople, the important thing after all 
seems to me to be that we are. 
we are not a religious community, we are anyhow a “nexus,” Jew joined to 


Jew the world over. I believe that that“ nexus "—call it what you like—would | 


not have existed, as we know it to have existed, all these centuries, and would 
not have influenced humanity as it has, except it performed a great service in 
the economy of things. I do not believe that exactly now when that service 
is so greatly needed “to break down all idols "religious, social and 
economic, which abound on all hands—it is to “dribble down the sandy 
delta ” and become lost in the sea of time. I profoundly distrust his purview 
of our destiny. I believe the remnant—the glorious remnant—will come 
from some quarter, will assert itself, will remain true and do its work. |

If we are not a race, if weare not a nation, if 
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Baron DAVID GUNZBURG. 
We deeply regret to record the death of Baron David Giinzburg, which 
took place on Friday. The Baron had for several months beén a martyr to 
cancer, and his deinise came in the nature of a release from great suffering. 


It is with profound regret that the Russian Jews have learnt of the 


death of Baron David Giinzburg, the doyen of the St. Petersburg community 


and the most active member of the present 
generation of the Giinzburg family, since 
the lamented death of his father, Baron 
Horace de Giinzburg. 

The deceased had been suffering from 
cancer, and the malady ended fatally on

Russian family, which flourished even as far 
back asthesixteenth century. Hisancestors 
included several Rabbis. His grandfather, 
Josel Giinzburg, was raised to the rank of 
Baron, contracting for Russia during the 
Crimean War, and gaining a world-wide 
popularity as champion of the rights of the 
Russian Jews. His father, Baron Horace de 
Giinzburg, was the virtual chief of Russian 
Jewry. 

Baron David Giinzburg was born on oth 
July, 1857,at Kamenetz-Podolsk. He received 
a brilliant edueation under the well-known 
Hebrew and Oriental authorities, Adolph 
Neubauer, Schneer Sachs and Hirsch Rab- 
3 binovitz. At the age of twenty, he tooka 
lawyer's degree at St. Petersburg, accomplishing his education at post 
graduate courses in the Russian and French capitals. Baron David 
Giinzburg then proceeded to devote most of his time to Arabic and 
Oriental literature. He was an excellent Hebrew writer, and his edition of 
the “ Tarshish” of Moses Ibn Ezra, as well as his contributions to several 
Hebrew newspapers and magazines, gained for him the praise of the leading 
authorities on the language. The deceased also prepared a catalogue of 
manuscripts for the Institute of Oriental languages, participated in the 
production of the Jewish Eacyelope dia, and published several articles which 
were utilised by the. Journals of the Ministry of Education, the Russian

Archie ological Society and the Neo-Philological Society. 


He possessed a remarkable library, which ranks amongst the greatest in 
Europe. It contains many rare books and manuscripts. He was a generous 
patron of Jewish art and publications in Russia, encouraging all talented 
applicants in every possible way. He established the Jewish School for 
Oriental languages at St. Petersburg, the pupils of which have been accorded 
the right of residing in the capital. He was a member of the Central Com- 
mittee of the Jewish Colonisation Association, the President of the 
Executive for secular matters of the St. Petersburg commanity, a member of 
the Scientific Committee jof the Ministry of Education, of the Committee of 
the Jewish Education Society, of the Kovno Grand Committee, of the Archieo- 
logical Society,the Société Asiatiyue (Paris), of the Society for Oriental Studies, 
etc. He acted as President of the great Rabbinical Conference of 1910. During 
its sittings he performed his ditticult task with exceptional skill, earning 
the thanks of all who participated in the gathering and of the Russian 
officials. It was largely due to his great influence that the Government 
allowed the conference to meet at all. The deceased led the imposing 
deputation of rabbis to M. Stolypin. lt was no faultof his that the Jewish 
hopes were shattered by the Premier's disappointing reply. Baron David 
Giinzburg immediately repudiated the charges of M. Stolypin to the effect 
that the Jews were revolutionaries. ‘ All Russians,” he stated, “ partici- 
pated in the revolution. There are only six million Jews in the cvuntry, 
and yet all the blame for the upheaval is thrown on them. If we are to go 
to our people and ask them to’ be good,’ we must also promise them better 
times, as their present condition is®ar from reassuring.” The deceased's 
work at the Kovno Conference in December, 1909, also added greatly to his 
popularity. 

In January, 1910, he presided over the first conference of Jewish 
Women's Trade Schools at Wilna. At his suggestion, the Emigration Depart- 
ment of the Jewish Colonisation Department convened the recent Confer- 
ence at Libau, in which he intended to take an active part. His illness 
prevented him, however, from attending the gathering. 


The deceased was a loyal Jew, and he deprecated all ideas of reforming 
When an attempt was recently made to create a Reform 

Congregation at St. Petersburg, the Baron was one of the staunchest 

opponents of the project. i 

He died at a time when his influence was most needed by his core- 
ligionists in Russia. He helda promise of M. Stolypin that nothing would 
be done to undermine the position of the Jewish schools. Although M. 
Schwartz disregarded the promise, it is believed that the constant remioders 
of the Baron played a prominent part in inducing M. Stolypin to dismiss the 
late Minister oi Education. The deceased was also credited with the authority 
necessary to briog pressure on the Government in order to persuade the 
latter to carry into effect the resolutions of the Rabbinical Conference. 

The funeral took place on Monday. A Committee, headed by the local 
rabbis and communal leaders, was in charge of the arrangements. At the 
request of the Baron, no wreaths were placed on the coffin, a strong feeling 
having lately arisen among the St. Petersburg Jews altogether to dispense 
with floral tributes to deceased coreligionists. The students of his Oriental 
Academy and the children of the Jewish Orphans’ Asylum formed a guard of 
honour. Several Jewish communities were represented by special deputations. 

On Saturday, a memorial service was held in the largest synagogue of 
St. Petersburg. The Crown Rabbi, Dr. Eisenstadt, ofliciated. In addition to 
all notable members of the Jewish community, the former members of the 
Cabinet, Count Tolstoi and M. Feodoroff, and other Russian noblemen were 
present. Grand Duke Constantine Constantinovitech was represented by his 
Adjatant. On Sunday afternoon a second memorial service was held at the 
residence of the late Baron. Among those present were: Prince Bebutoff 
Admiral Tchagin (the Commander of the Tsar’s yacht), Admiral Skridloff (the

The death occurred yesterday week of Mr. Arnold Bloom, of Birkenhea, 
Mr. Bloom was in his usual health on Wednesday night, but during the nj,.-),; 
was seized with a heart attack, which termi- pas 
nated fatally before medical aid could be 
summoned. 
Mr. Bloom was born in Germany and came 
to England when nineteen years of age. He 
settled in Birkenhead, where he established a 
successful business as house-furnisher. He 
acquired a considerable amount of property in 
the town. He was a member of the Liverpool 
New Hebrew Congregation, of which he was 
at one time President, and was President of 
the Birkenhead Hebrew Congregation till last 
October. He was elected on the Town Council 
for the Argyle Ward in 1905, and served on 
several important Committees. In 107 he 
was elected Mayor and had a very successful 
year of office. He was one of the founders of 
the Argyle Conservative Club. Mr, Bloom 
was a keen Freemason, and daring his 
Mayoralty was installed Worshipful Master 
of the Lilley Ellis Lodge. : 3 
The funeral took place on Friday. The Mayor was present in state and 
the interment was attended by many Jewish and Christian friends, most of 
the Liverpool and Birkenhead Jewish and general charities being represented.

He knew 
that all the students of their beloved teacher had that feeling in common with 
him, he believed that they would carry it with them as long as life endured, for to his 
loving disciples Michael Friedlander could ‘never die. Whata truly great man was 
their beloved teacher! Great in learning, great in piety, greatin humility. Here wa: 
a man who occupiea one of the highest positions in Anglo-Jewry, and was witha! 
humble, simple and modest. True modesty was his, not that false humility which 
was nore offensive than the most open conceit, but that real modesty which, consisting 
inadue estimate of one’s Own merits, was Only another name for self-knowledge 
As a friend they admired him; and as a teacher they loved him. Jhe\ 
felt that here was a most loyal, affectionate, upright, and gentle sou! 
with whom they had been brought into communion. As the face of Moses of ol: 
shone with the glory of the Lord, so did the face of their dear master shine wit! 
divine goodness. As soon as he spoke they knew that they were in the presence of a 
pure soul. How lofty was hisconception of his missionin life as Principal of Jews 
College, the teacher in whose hands the traininy of (;od’s future ministers wa- 
placed! How admirable and pure was his attitude towards his disciples 
In his text book of Jewish religion their beloved master ‘had told 
them what should be the relations between pupil and teacher. It wa: 
with words of love that their dear master taught them. Not harshly, bu! 
tenderly and lovingly; he drew them near to the Law, for he knew so well that the 
bands of love were not easily burst asunder. He regarded them as bis disciples, as bis 
children. ‘That day they recalled with tears of love those simple and tender words. 
Now, more wise, they understood the honour his simple words unconsciously pai 
them. Pure soul, he deemed thatin his beloved pupils he communed with souls as 
childlike, as pure and as simple as hisown. His conscientiousness was apparent in 
every action and thought. An honest and sincere teacher, he taught what he 
believed and believed what he taught How earnestly he would addre-s his 
students, his students who were destined for that calling which demanded th 
highest degree of conscientiousness! Firmly intrenched as he was in strong faith 
he was no intolerant bigot, but was wonderfully liberal in his attitude. 
Well, God had taken Michael Friedliinder, His faithful servant, from the. 
midst and had ieft them to mourn his loss. Yet letthem not be downcast too much. 
Keeping their hearts fresh, Mr. Statman went on to say: hey might still love him 
who had gone and might still find happiriess in loving him. One thought there was 
that must comfort us. Our Rabbis had taught us to believe that no sooner did a 
Saint die than another was ready to rise up and take his place. Their saintly 
master was gone; who, then, should take his place’ Who, but the student 
of the college, the college which was as dear as life itself to their revered maste!

The Russian Parliamentary Session. 
The Building Right of Jews Restricted. 


The Duma has adopted another anti-Jewish restriction of great import- 
ance to those Jews residing outside the town boundaries. Hitherto they 
have only been prohibited from possessing yround property. The anti- 
Semites have succeeded in carrying a proposal depriving them of the right 
to build any structures on leasehold land. The restriction was carried in 
the face of a determined Cadet opposition, led by Professor Tchepkin. 


The Polish Local Government Bill. 


The Budget Committee witnessed an impressive scene during the 
consideration of financial matters connected with the Polish Local Govern- 
ment Bill. When a deputy commenced to eulogise the measure as a 
democratic innovation, M. Niselovitch entered a protest against the insult 
inflicted on the Jews and left the hall. His act produced such an impression 
that the other members of the Committee dispersed shortly afterwards 
without considering any matters of importance. 

The non-Jewish Opposition members of the Committee in charge of the 
Local Government Bill have published a protest against the manner in 
which the anti-Jewish clauses have been piloted through the Committee. 
Numerous Jewish protest meetings have also taken place in Poland. 


The Prospects of the Pale Bill. 

The Right and the Centre of the Duma have agreed at their party 
meetings to send the Pale Bill after the first reading to what is known as 
the “ Legislative Committee” (which deals with all minor measures), 
rejecting the proposal of the Cadets to band the measure over to the Com- 
mittee dealing with the Inviolability of Person Bill, and the suggestion of a 
more moderate group, to form a new committee. The significance of the 
decision lies in the composition of those Committees. The body dealing, 


with the Inviolability of Person Bill is notoriously Liberal, whereas the 


Legislative Committee is composed of twenty-two reactionaries, as against 
eleven members of the Opposition, led by M. Miliukoff. 

Deputy Maklakoff, the only Cadet leader who enjoys the confidence of 
the Court, is conducting an earnest campaign in favour of abolishing the Pale. 
“If the Jews are beneficial to the country,” he said, “ why are they confined 
to one region? If they are harmful, why is the Pale alone punished? The 
nationalist group is mostly composed of Pale deputies, and by their opposi- 
tion to the Bill they prove that Jews are too valuable an element to be 
allowed to leave the Pale.” 

Deputy Lvov, the leader of the Progressive group, a member of the 
Legislative Committee and one of Russia's most ardent Imperialists, is 
collecting important material in favour of the Pale Bill. He is already in 
possession of a series of facts proving the extent to which the circulars on 
the residence of Jews are hampering the activity of the provincial authori- 
ties, misleading them and compelling them to exile people against.their own 
wishes and against the will of the Russian population. A representative of 


the peasants (outside the Pale) is also preparing a strong appeal to allow 


our brethren to settle outside the Pale. 
There is a chance of the first reading of the Bill being taken shortly 
after the new year. 
Official Reports on the Pale Bill. 
In response to a Government inquiry, the Governors of the Russian 
provinces have sent in reports on the practicability of abolishing the Pale. 


_The Governors of the Pale provinces advocated the adoption of the Bill, 
whereas the Governors of Central Russia, Kieff and Charkoff opposed the 


measure. In addition to their statements, M. Stolypin is also examining the 
history of the anti-Jewish restrictions in Russia and the present economic 
and political position of our brethren in the country.

JOHANNESBURG. 

At the Transvaal Military Tournament, for the second year in sueces- 
sion, the Cadets of the Jewish Government School won the championship 
for the smartest team of cadets. The competition was exceedingly keen, 
but the Jewish team managed to retain the premier position, after an excep- 
tionally fine exhibition of drill and physical exercises. Their work evoked 
the highest praise of the judges, who gave special mention to Col.-Sgt. 
Abramovitz, commanding the section. Seeing that no special preparation 
was undertaken for this event until about a fortnight before the Tour- 
nament, the victory is all the more meritorious. Tbe winning team was 
again coached by Lieut. t. H. Harris. This second success shows that the 
Jewish Cadets can more than hold theirowna against other cadet Companies, 
and the keenness which the lads evince in their work is another proot of 
the readiness with which our people undertake their citizen duties. Near}; 

Transplanted to a free 
country, their natures change with the conditions, and they are most eager 
to prepare themselves for their country’s defence.

The Warsaw Communal Elections. 


The latest advices from Warsaw describe the Jewish community to be 
in a state of unprecedented excitement in connection with the coming 
triennial communal elections. The Assimilation, Chassidie and Nationalist 
parties are each struggling for ascendancy in the government of Jewish 
affairs, the two latter presenting a stern front to the former, now in power. 
The Warsaw communal organisation dates back to 1822, having been definitely 
established in its present form in 1871. 1t is governed by an elected counci! 
of seventeen overseers (dozors). The council bas the power of Jevying annua! 
rates from 2 to 750 roubles from every member. That body also has contro! 
of the synagogues, burial grounds, Jewish hospital, charities, asylums, loan 
societies and museum. The immovable property of the community amounts 
to 1,400,000 roubles, whereas the annual income of the latter is 400,0')0 
roubles. Theinactivity of the assimilation party in respect to the pas- 
sage of the Polish Local Government Bill and its continued opposition to 
communal reforms, have brought into existence a powerfal combination 
against it. Their opponents demand the enfranchisement of all members 
who pay an annnal rate of three roubles (in accordance with the decision of 
the Rabbinical Conference), a course which will add 5,000 poorer voters to 
the present 2,000 of their richer brethren. Their programme aiso includes 
more eflicient relief to the poor, the reform of the communal institutions, 
and the admission of the public to council meetings.

MANCHESTER. 


At a meeting of the Committee of the Manchester Soup 
Kitchen yesterday week, when the Rev. Hyman Levin was 
the recipient of a presentation on the occasion of having 
rendered twenty-five years’ service to the Manchester 
community.

He had the greatest pleasure, on behalf of the Committee, in pre- 
senting him with a pair of silver candelsticks with inscription referring to 
the twenty-five years of his ministry and the valuable services he had 
rendered to the Soup Kitchen. 

The Rev. H. LEVIN, who was well received, tendered his heartfelt 
thanks for the good wishes expressed to himself and his family. The work he 
had rendered to that Charity was a labour of love, and certainly without 
any thought of reward. He had seen many changes in the past twenty-five 
years. He had helped to found the Jewish Working Men’s 
Club, which had done excellent work in Manchester, and had 
likewise assisted to establish the Manchester Naturalisation Society, which 
was the means of increasing the number of loyal and dutiful citizens. 
He thought the gift of a pair of silver candlesticks was particularly appro-

priate, as the silver symbolized the old age he was entering, he having just 


reached his sixtieth year and being possessed of silvery grey hair, whilst 
he required and would enjoy the artificial light and brightness that wouid 
be spread around him when bjs gift was in use. 

On Sunday afternoon, at a special meeting of the Committee of the 
Manchester Naturalisation Soviety, a presentation was made to the Rev. H. 
Levin, Hon. Secretary, on the occasion of his sixtieth birthday. 

Mr. JULIUS SALOMON, the President, who occupied the Chair. said he had 
very much pleasure on behalf of that Society in presenting Mr. Levin with a 
silver jug with inscription thereon. During the many years he and Mr. 
Levin had worked together in connection with that Society, he had derived 
much advantage from the valuable assistance received from Mr. Levin, who, 
in his capacity as Hon. Secretary, had worked most diligently and well and 
looked after the interests of the Naturalisation Society. He earnestly hoped 
he and his family would be spared for many years in health and happiness.

TO THE REDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.”’ 


Sik, —The two congregations that have hitherto existed in Cork, have 
now decided to unite, and to re-build the synagogue and schools at 9 and 10, 
South Terrace. The premises in South Terrace now used as such were 
purchased some years ago through the exertions of Professor M. Hartog, of 
Cork University. Considerable expenditure would have been required at 
that tine to make the necessary structural alterations in converting ordinary 
dwelling houses into a synagogue capable of accommodating all the Jews in 


Cork. Unfortunately, funds were not available, with the result that a_ 


temporary arrangement had to be made by which a section of the Jewish 
community of this city found accommodation, another section worshipping 
elsewhere. Both congregations, being anxious to worship in the same syna- 
gogue, have now appointed a Committee representative of the entire com- 
munity, with a view to raising the funds necessary to re-build the premises 
for the accommodation of the entire Hebrew community in Cork. 

Unfortunately, the great majority of the Jewish people in Cork are poor 
and unable to contribute anything. Abvut 2200 has been paid or promised 
by those in better circumstances, but a sum of £500 is still required, and it 
is for the purpose of raising this sum that the appeal is made.

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Some Impressions of 
| South African Jewry. 


INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE WITH | 
DR. SCHECHTER. 


RONZED by the rays of the Southern sun, Dr. Schechter has just made 

a welcome —though a brief—return to this country after his South 

African visit. His journeys in the sub-Continent, whither he went 

to see his daughter, were confined to two cities only, Cape Town 

or and Johannesburg, and the balk of his four months’ stay was passed 
in the former of these two places. 

Of course, the Doctor carried his enthusiasm with him to Africa, 
and he lectured the young Jews of 
Cape Town, 

“I. told. them,” he said to a 
representative of the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE, “that our great danger 
is that we are developing a 
sort. of flunkey Judaism—a Judaism 
which is always looking to. the 
outer world, and has no. standard 
of exeellence for men and things 
other than that which the non-Jewish 
world gives it. I assured my young 
friends that a man may be a Univer- 
sity man, and entitled to initials 
ifter his name, and still be devoted 


life in the old faith. Iwent on tosay 
that while the Bible is the great 


the Bible, and that there is a great 
blank between the conclusion of the 
Canon and the introduction of the 
Oriental Tripos at the English Uni- 
versities. ‘There is: tendency to con- 
sider Rabbinic Judaism as the Karoo,’ 
I said, * because we do not know any- 
thing about prospecting. If we did, we would discover gold there and 
diamonds beyond price. So, if you applied your best powers and will, you 
would find more poetry and sublime thought in Rabbinic Judaism than is 
dreamt of in your philosophy.’ 1 also had the opportunity of lecturing before 
a large gathering of the Zionists, who, in spite of everything said against 
them, represent a living force in Judaism pregnant with hope and promise.” 

“TI don’t think,” he said, “that the youth of Cape Town havea clear 
Jewish consciousness. Anyhow, they have not a sufficient acquaintance 
with Judaism. They seemed to me to be wanting a lead. My special 
object in addressing them was to try and make them understand that there 
is at the present moment a real movement among the young men to come 
back to Judaism. I trust devoutly that [ succeeded with a few.” 

What impressions did you form of the Jews of Cape Town ? 

“The majority of the Jewish inhabitants appeared to be Russians and 
Galicians. The Rey. A. P. Bender's synagogue is described as English, but 
a fair number of the members, | think, are immigrants from the Continent 
of Europe. Then there is the Roeland Street Synagogue, which has no Rabbi, 
though it may have, one day. The Reader, the Rev. Mr. Strod, is an 
excellent man, a fair Hebrew scholar and an earnest philanthropic worker. 
In addition there is a Beth Hamidrash, with a Rabbi of its own. 1 found the 
Rev. Mr. Bender an exceedingly affable man, a typical son of the University, 
‘and a very good representative of the Jews among the Gentiles, with whom

he is as popular as with members of his congregation. His sermons are | 


celebrated for their apt quotations from the English classics. He holds 
-% Sabbath Mincha Service, which is well attended, and he undoubtedly 
‘does his best for Judaism in Cape Town as he sees it. There is also a school 
‘in the city—something after the style of your Jews’ Free School in London 
—which does good work. Besides, there is a Talmud Torah, where the 
‘Hebrew through Hebrew method is employed, and where excellent work is 
“done, as I had occasion to see for myself. Some, however, have scented 
Zionism, the original sin, in it, and established a rival Talmud Torah, in 
which Yiddish is taught. This school enjoys the patronage of the Rev. Prof. 
_ Bender and other pious men in the community.” 

What of Johannesburg ? , 

“IT met two Rabbis there—Dr. Hertz and Dr. Landau—both of them good 
men and fine Jewish scholars. I met also Mr. Abrahams and Mr. Harris, the 
latter the President of the Jewish Literary Guild, the former the Acting 
President of the Zionist Federation, who are among the lay leaders of the 
community and very energetic workers. I lectured before both these 
societies, and feel grateful to them for the manv kindnesses shown to 
me. The Rabbis of both synagogues, and the Presidents, Mr. Starfield 
and Mr. Isaacs, were also very attentive, and I feel thankful tothem. I .made 
the acquaintance, too, of the Rev. Mr. Isaacs, of Kimberley, who impressed 
meé aS an earnest minister and a sincere Jew.” 

“Generally speaking, 1 should say that the Jewish community of South 
Africa is still in the making—still being evolved, so to speak—and one can- 

pot tell what form it may finally take.” 

Is Judaism stronger in Johannesburg than in Cape Town ? 

“No; but Johannesburg is still more unsettled than Cape Town. Its 
community, however, is larger, and the impression was left on my mind that its 
German element is stronger than in the sister community. There is still 
value in numbers, and Johannesburg profits greatly by the presence of two 
excellent Rabbis. The community is beginning to pay serious attention to 
the education of the young, and a few days before I came, the foundation- 
stone was laid of a new Talmud Torah which seems to have a promising 
future.” 

whole, would you say that Judaism is flourishing in South 
rica ? 

“Itis very difficult to say. But I should be inclined to think that Judaism 
‘is more firmly established in Kogland. Its institutions here are older, and the 
‘Sabbath is more generaily observed. The Sabbath is the greatest religious 
question in South Africa, and those who manage to observe it do so on] 
with the greatest difficulty. I must, however, state that I was told that 
here are many smaller communities in which the Sabbath is strictly 
geobserved, as, for instance, the town of Oudtshoorn.” 

You are not very enthusiastic, then, about the condition of the Jewish 
communities which you visited ? 

“ Not at all pessimistic. As I have already mentioned, these communities

PROFESSOR MELDOLA TO BE PRESIDENT. 


PROFESSOR GOLLANCZ’S VALEDICTORY. 


The Maceab:eans gave a Chanucah dinner at the Hotel Great Central on 


| Monday. There was a very small attendance, only about fifteen members 


puttiog in an appearance. The lights were kindled by the Rev. Michac! 
Adler, and the company sang Mooz Tsur. 

Professor ISRAEL GOLLANCZ, who was in the Chair for the last time as 
President, said that he was about to deliver what had been called bis 
‘“maledictory ’ address. (Laughter.) He trusted that it would turn out to 
be a benediction instead. In a few simple words, he desired to take 
farewell of the office which he had _ been privileged 
about three years. He had come in with light 
Chanucah—and he went out with light. There was nothing 
here for tears or lamentation. He had served his full period and 
he expected that the Maccabewans had had about enough of him. 
He acknowledged gratefully the assistance he had received from the Hon. 
Officers and Committee. The choice of the new President had fallen on one 
who had been a Vice-President of the Society from the very beginning, 
Professor Meldola, and he rejoiced that so great a man—one of the greatest 
Jewish scientists living—was to follow himin the Chair. The Society had 
more and more justified its existence. It had done an enormois 
amount of good in: the community. It had become a centre from 
which yreat ideas might go forth as, for example, the Jewish 
Lads’ Brigade, one of the greatest movements in Anglo-Jewry in recent 
The Maccabzans had also 
done a great deal of work from the standpoint of education, and had con- 
stituted a meeting-place where men of thought might come together and 
exchange ideas. He hoped that the time might not be far off when the 
Maceabzeans might be able to do something to advance Jewish culture from 
Jews were uncommonly good people from the 
standpoint of charity, but he thought the Jewish community were very far 
below most bodies in what might be said to belong to their own specific 
culture. The members of the Maccabzeans were all fairly cultured as in- 
dividuals, otherwise they would not be Maccabzeans, but so far as tlic 
idealistic attention given to the learning of the Bible, Jewish learning, was 
concerned, it had been thoroughly neglected. Men could not live by bread 
alone, or even by dinners, and the Maccabiwans taken as a whole, the indi- 
viduals taken singly, and the community taken from its most comprehensive 
standpoint, were singularly deficient in anything that belonged to

He was thinking of that sort of culture which they ought not to leave to the 
non-Jews, Biblical investigation and the study of the civilisation of the bast. 
When they thought of the high place which Biblical learning held outside 
the community, he hoped that certain of their number would bring their 
influence to bear on institutions like the’Council of the United Synagogue 
to promote the cause of Jewish learning, even though they could see no 
material gain at the moment. If they reflected how Jews had benefited 
from the foundations of learned Christians, and how little Christians 
had benefited in a similar way at the hands of Jews, they would 
have to deplore the absence of any such generosity and zeal on 
the part of English Jews. He _ recalled the large audiences 
which had recently assembled to hear the Schweich lectures on a purel) 
Jewish subject and he questioned why it was there was not the same 
enthusiasm in Jewish circles. The Church, again, set them an example by 
its offices specially created to enable the incumbents to devote themselves 
to learning. In the olden days in Jewry a man did some work for his liveli- 
hood, but he was able to devote himself side by side with that work to tne 
cultivation of exclusively Jewish learning. That idea had passed away. 
We were now enthusiasts about profane learning and those poorer 
which, judging from the language of some of their members, might also € 
described as profane (laughter), and the only representatives of the angle 
class, were what we called, for want of a better name, the clergy. ad 
they had become absolutely materialised. They were the mere hard-worke 
servants of a corporation in which there was no light allowed to come, any 
more than was allowed to come in the most ordinary financial organisation, al 
he did not see whence it was to come.

Jewish Military and Naval Services. 


Fine Spectacle at Central. Synagogue. 

On Sunday, the Rev. Michael Adler, B.A., Jewish Chaplain to the Army 
and Navy, held the eighteenth annual parade of Jewish members of His 
Majesty's Forces at the Central Synagogue, Great Portland Street. 

The men assembled at the West Central Jewish Working Lads’ Club, 
Fitzroy Square, and marched to the synagogue, headed by the band of the 
Ist London Divisional Royal Engineers (Territorial Force). Col. D. de Lara 
Cohen was again in command of the Parade, and Col -Sergt. B. King, Royal 
Marines, was the Sergt.-Major. For the first time, a number of nurses of the 
Territorial Voluntary Aid Detachment were present in the synagogue.

The progress and security of 
a people depended upon the degree in which the individual members of 
the State realised their duties, not for their personal ends, but labouring 
for the common weal of the general community. Since last they held the 
Chanucah service twelve months ago, there had passed away one who had 
set a noble example of devotion to public duty, in the person of their late 
King Edward VII. He used his exalted position on the throne to set an 
example of public activity to his people, and utilised his powerful 
inflaence in the cause of international peace, so that during his reign he 
caused the sword to lie inits sheath. Shortly before his death, in a speech 
addressed to « Peace Conference, he made use of the following words that 
deserved to live for ever. “Rulers and statesmen could set before 
them no higher aim than the promotion of goodwill and cordial friendship 
among the nations of the world.” His son, King George -whom God 
preserve for a long and beneficent reign—they were sure would strive after 
the same lofty ideals. He pleaded that evening for a fuller sense of public 
duty on the part of the members of the Jewish and general commanity, 
because he realised that the more they showed true patriotism, the 
more certainly would they produce a nation ealm in its strength, and thus 
make for permanent peace. The more men’s minds were swayed by the teach- 
ings of -brotherhood and humanity, the less likelihood there was for the settle- 
ment of disputes by the arbitrament of the sword. After all, the ideas of 
righteousness, of justice, of truth, were more powerful arguments for the 
wise ruling of men than bayonets and Maxim guns. None of them could be 
satisfied with the present position of things. Of the total income of the nation, 
one-third was spent in paying for past wars; one-third went in preparing for 
future wars, which they hoped would never break out, and the other third re- 
mained for national administration. After referring to the presence of the 
American sailors and to the reasons why English Jews were proud toserve their 
counvry, he made his annual statement upon thenumber of Jews in the various 
branches of His Majesty’s Forces, and reported that the numbers continued 
to grow. The Navy, thé Regular Army, and the Territoriat Forces eould 
count inereased numbers of Jewish recruits. It was a_ pleasure 
to him to kaow that more Jewish young men were coming to the front to do 
theirduty. He referred to the first service he had held for Jewish Terri- 
torials in the summer ata military camp. Only on the previous day he had 
received a letter from the War Office, asking him to give them information 
upon the number of Jews who took part in the South African War; upon the 
number of casualities, and upon the number of Jews in the Territorial forces. 
He was happy to inform the War Ollice that the same enthusiasm and 
patriotism that led to Jews volunteering for active service ten years ago in 
such large numbers still existed in Jewish hearts. That day they welcomeda 
new feature in the Territorial movement in the presence of a detachment of 
the newly-formed Nurses’ Aid Detachment. He trusted that the example set by 
these women would be followed by their sisters in faith. A few remarks

THE ADMINISTRATION OF THE ALIENS ACT. 


APPEALS AT GRIMSBY. 


Alderman Joseph Hewson, J.P., presided at a meeting of the Grimsby 
Immigration Board held on Tuesday afternoon, to hear the appeals of the five 
Russian immigrants who arrived on the G.C.R. steamer “ Dewsbury” from 
Hamburg on Monday, and were detained owing to want of means. Mr. L. H. 
Woolfe appeared for them all. 

The case of ErvRAIM MAKANOWITZ, a tailor, and his thirteen-years-old 
son, were heard first. Mr. J. Barry, the Immigration Officer, said they came 
from Reschizem, Russia, the man having left his wife and four children 
behind until he was in a position to send for them. He hada £10 draft on a 
Scottish bank as well as £1 18s., and said he was going to a brother in 
Glasgow. The tailoring trade in Glasgow was, according to the Board of 
Trade statistics, not brisk, and it was not thought that the man would be 
able to support himself and his family. Mr. Woolfe objected to the state- 
ment of the officer as to the state of the tailoring trade as inadmissible. 
He called the brother from Glasgow. The witness told the Board he had 
changed his name to Smith, and his profits in the tailoring trade sometimes 
averaged £8 per week. He was willing to find employment for his brother 
and would sign a gourantee against his becoming chargeable to the rates. 
Leave to land was allowed. 

One of the strongest points emphasised by Mr. Woolfe in favour of 
allowing L&SEN SCHMIRGEL, a young Kussian tailor, and his wife to land was 
that if he were sent back to Russia, he would probably be shot as a military 
deserter. They bad been detained because it was not thought they would 
be able to maintain themselves in England. The man’s statement was that 
he was earning nearly £3 a week in London until twelve months ago, when 
he returned home to visit bis sick father. He was then claimed by the 
Russian military authorities, but did not desire to serve. Mr. Woolfe told 
the board thao the couple were very clever at their trade, and Mr. Smith 
who figured in the previous case, was willing to find them work at Glas ow, 
and should not go on the rates.

BOOKS REVIEWED. 


The Jewish Pope. 


- The well-known legend that a Jew once occupied the Papal throne has 
appeared in many forms. Those who wish to probe the matter will find a 
good study on the subject by Dr. H. G. Enelow in the * Jewish Encyclopedia,” 
1. 578 (under the heading “ Andreas ”’), 

And now Mr. George H. Hiindler has again told the tale in a bright 
little volume entitled * EKlchanan, the Legend of a Jewish Pope” (London, 
Luzac). Ofthe many forms which the legend has assumed, Mr. Hiindler has 
chosen the version of the Maasebuch, and his reading of it is dramatically 
effective. In this version Elchanan, the young sonof R.Simeon of Mayence, is 
kidnapped and baptised, and eventually becomes Pope as Victor II1. He subse- 
quently meets his father, who comes to Rome as member of a Jewish deleyation. 
The Pope receives Simeon in his private apartment, and unconsciously 
reveals his identity in the following manner :—

The Pope abdicates, rejoins the Jewish community, and dies a martyr 
to his old-new faith in 1096. Mr. Hindler simply tells the tale without @ 
word as to its source or authenticity. But that is the right way to deal 
with medieval legends. As already indicated above, a critical discussion 
of the whole fantasy is easily accessible elsewhere. 


Luncz’s ** Almanach.” 

For the sixteenth time Mr. A. Lunez has produced the Palestine 
Almanach (in Hebrew, ?87L"}O8 17). It contains the usual four-fold calendar 
(Jewish, Mohammedan, Russian, General) ; repeats the minhagim or customary 
observances of the Holy Land, and the chronological list of events from 
the journey of Abraham to Canaan to the death of Herzl ; supplies tables ol 
weights, measures, coinage, particulars of postal arrangements, detailed 
accounts of various towns (the Jewish population of Jerusalem is given 4s 
48,400 ; of Hebron, 1,200 ; of Jaffa, 8,500 ; of Haifa, 1,300 ; of Safed, 12.00 ; 
and of Tiberias, 7,000). Then we reach the Colonies. The various schools 
are carefully reported on, so are all the societies, charitable and other 
institutions. | 

In the second part the editor (who is also the printer and publisher of 
the book) gives his reminiscences of Jerusalem in 1869 onwards, and he also 
writes a summary of the events of the past year. There are articles on the 
Samaritans, on Damascus, and also a bibliography of literature published 
during the past twelve months (among these a 7O°OWNA JI ODI, which 
recalls the violent quarrel that occurred regarding the fallow year). It 's 
a good, practical book which deserves support.

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DIVORCE COMMISSION: 
The Chief Rabbi's Evidence. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONIOLE.” ' 


Sik,—Those of your correspondents who have criticised my letter do 
not appear to have appreciated fully the «haracter of the Chief Rabbi's 
evidence. Let me quote textually Dr. Adler’s suggestion to the Com. 
miSsion :— 

I would, therefore, ask whether it would not be possible to introduce legisla- 
tion imposing a penalty on all persons assisting at or taking any partin the 
pronouncing of a Jewish divorce. except after and on production of a decree 


absolute of the Divorce Court of England, or proof of a previous legal divorce 
elsewhere, 


There is here no question of a measure aimed solely at the prostitution of 
the Rabbinical office for gold. If the Wilna Gaon himself were alive and in 
England and were to grant a Get on grounds recogaised by the Jewish law, 
but not by the law of England, he would be clapped into gaol or fined if the 
Chief Rabbi's suggestion were adopted by the British Parliament. What 
Dr. Adler’s shaft is aimed at is not this or that individual nor this or that 
malpractice, but the Jewish law of divorce. He is asking for the substitu- 
tion by force, so far as Jews are concerned, of the English law of divorce 
(which is the Christian law of divorce) for the Jewish law of divorce. That 
is the one sigaificant point, and to ignore it is to misunderstand the gravity 
of the Chief Kabbi’s action. . 

What isthe sole defence offered of the orthodoxy of the Chief Rabbi's 
action? SI) 8MI527 NI—that is the straw upon which his defenders lean. 
It will not bear the weight. Can the maxim mean that what the State says 
is good secular law ipso facto becomes good Jewishlaw? If so, what are the 
consequences ? Not forty years ago an English Judge ruled that Christianity 
is part of the law of Eogland ; is Christianity then part of the law of Judaism ? 
In Switzerl@¥d to-day Shechita is an offence against the law of the State ; is 
Shechita in Switzerland, therefore, an offence against the law of Judaism ? 
If this be so, Judaism has ceased to be one law and the law of Moses. There 
are as many Jewish codes as there are States ; and in England Jewish law 
is the iaw of Mr. Asquith, in Germany the law of Herr von Bethmann- 
Hollweg. Such are the consequenves which follow straight if the maxim 
means what Dr. Strauss says it means. That may satisfy Dr. Strauss—he 
makes no pretentions to orthodoxy ; but the Rabbis who used the phrase 
regarded their orthodoxy as their glory, and they cannot have meant and did 
not mean anything of the kind. I need not go through a discussion of the 
passages in which the maxim occurs, but they lead to only one conclusion, 
the only conclusion compatible with the preservation of the Jewish law— 
that the law of the State must be obeyed when it does not conflict with the 

Bat even suppose the maxim meant what those who have taken Dr. 
Adler’s defence upon themselves urge, it does not help Dr. Adler. There is 
no English law, no secular law, which forbids the granting of a Jewish 
divorce, and, therefore, those who grant or assist in the granting of a Jewish 
divorce do not break any English law. What Dr. Adler is asking for is a 
new law, which shall convert into law-breakers those who at present are 
not law-breakers. 7 | 

I have dealt hitherto with one passage only of Dr. Adler’s evidence, with 
a section in which he spoke on behalf of the Dayanim as well as of himself. 


_ I say, with a full sense of responsibility, that that passage is flagrantly 


heretical. But when Dr. Adler gave his “ personal opinion,” he put the 
heresy in such a form that it is beyond doubt or defence. He was asked 
what he thought of the present state of the English divorce law. I submit 
_ that the proper reply for an orthodox Rabbi was something of this kind :— 
“Tam speaking as an orthodox Rabbi, and as an orthodox Rabbi I must say 
that the English law cannot be in a satisfactory condition until it permits 
Jews to carry out the Jewish law of divorce.” That was not Dr. Adler’s 
reply. He said that “ he did not plead for any alteration of the law ... 
At the present day facilities for divorce did not tend to raise the moral 
standard of the community.” In other words, Dr. Adler would not have the 
Jewish law of divorce if he could; he prefers the English, which is the 


Christian law of divorce. If any person doubts that interpretation, let him 


study this little dialogue : — 


Lorp Guturigz: Take the case of Hungary where there are many possibilities 
of obtaining divorce. [The Jews of Hungary are allowed to practise the Jewish 
law of divorce} Have these facilities lowered their standard of morality or their 
sense of the permanence of marriage ”

I need not comment upon this sweeping indictment of the Jews of 

Hungary; my concern now is with the attack upon the Jewish law of 
divorce.

Preserve, | say, the full dignities and privileges of our rabbis, but let 
us also at least have regard to the dilemmas, difficulties and dangers in 
which the operation of our Jewish law at the present time may lead an 
innocent party. Can we be sure that the parties really appreciate the 
statement of the presiding rabbi that “ This divorces you in the eyes of the 
Jewish law; but in the eyes of the law of the land you are not divorced "— 
to quote your correspondent’s language—and, appreciating it, afterwards act 
accordingly ? Herein lies the crux and the kernel of this matter. Are we 
really to say that the Chief Rabbi, cognisant as he is of the pitfalls and 


abysses of Jewish life and of the entanglement which the English law in - 


conflict with or divergencies from our Jewish law might and does throw 
about the footsteps of some unheeding sister or brother of ours—that the 


Chief Rabbi, with full knowledge of all these facts, should have refrainea— 


from all mention of this anomaly when before the Commissioners ? 
After all, how can anyone who has even the slightest knowledge of. Dr. 


Adler's life-work deny him the qualities of pity and commiseration with the ~

Sin, The Jewish Religious Union has again been disappointed in its 
quest of a minister. Following upon Dr. Leonard Levy and Dr. Enelow, the 
Key. Gerson Levi, of Chicago, has likewise declined the call extended to 
him. The purpose of this letter is not to eall attention to the failures of 
My object in addressing 
you is to point the moral of these failures in its application to our clergy. 
and the status accorded them by the Anglo-Jewish community. 

The moral is that the Jewish Religious Union’s fruitless search (up to 
the present, for “a thorougbly competent minister ” shows that the supply of 
thoroughiv competent ministers is nothing like equal to thedemand. Why the 
supply fails isobvious. It fails for the simple reason that in England, among 
Jews, the clerical profession is badly remunerated, and is, moreover, denied 
the social status which the clergy of other denominations enjoy. In America 
ministers are too well-off in every respect to desire to exchange their positions 
foran English pulpit. In England. the career of aJewish minister is given the 
go-by by young men of ability and good family; who have so many more con- 
genial callings to turn to. The five hundred pounds a year offered by the 
Liberal Jewish Synagogue is no temptation to an American minister of 
talents. He can command many times as much in his own country, under 
conditions of greater freedom and self-respect. In England, on the other 
hand, and for the reasons already stated, the kind of minister wanted for a 
paipit in which so high a standard has been set by Mr. Montefiore and Dr. 
Wise, is hardly to be had for love or money. | 

It is not only the Jewish Religious Union which finds itself in a diffi- 
culty. A few years ago, when a successor was sought to the exceptionally- 
talented Mr. Singer, there was not a single. minister already holding office 
who was considered equal to the position. The congregation had to fall 
back ‘on an utterly untried young man. And whenever the time comes for 


choosing a successor to our present Chief Rabbi, the dearth—the famine— | 


of suitable candidates will be found to be such as to render it questionable 

whether the community can make any appointment at all. There will be 

Pee but—so far as one can see at present—there will be no-one to 
it. 

The moral of all this is that even if there should, by any chance, be a 
really good appointment going, it is impossible, under present conditions, to 
liad a suitable incumbent for it. Candidates there have to be ready to take 
itup, and where are they to be obtained unless the clerical career ‘is 
rendered more attractive to men of ambition? In a comnmnity like ours, 
which does not exalt poverty as a blessing, but realises it for what it is, as 
the reverse, congregations will sooner or later discover the necessity of rais- 
ing the clerical status by raising the scale of clerical remuneration. Ceteris 
paribus, a congregation's respect for its minister is proportionate to the 
salary it pays him. People always estimate highly that which costs them a 
steat deal. Per contra, that which costs little is deemed of little worth. If 
4 congregation keeps its minister poor, it as the same time punishes his 
Poverty by visiting him with social contempt. A hard saying this, but, 
nevertheless, a true one. Men entering the ministry do not expect to 


me rich, but they have a right to demand a reasonable measure of com-. 


ort and freedom from pecuniary anxiety, with sufficient left over (as Dr.

Jews in Italy. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ‘ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

SIR,—In your issue of November 25th you publish statistical data on 
the Jewish population in Italy which cannot be correct. According to your 
informant there were in Italy in 1870 300,000 Jews, who dwindled down to 
between 150,000 and 170,000 in 1910. As the cause of the decrease inter- 
marriage is given. | | 

Intermarriage may be frequent in Italy, but the number of Jews and the 
percentage of decrease are certainly exaggerated. The“ Statesman’'s Year- 
book,” edition of 1908, gives the number of Italian Jews as 35,617 on the basis 
of the census of 1901, which was the last held. The Jewish statistics of 
that census are discussed in “ Atti della Societa Romana di Antropologia,” 
Vol. x., fascicolo 1, partly reprinted in Vessilio [sraelitico, 1904, fascieolo 2. 
The author shows that during the forty years from 1861—1901 the number of 
Jews has not materially changed (si mantenuto presso a poco invariato). The 
census of 1861 was of course the first held in the new kingdom of Italy, 
founded in 1860. | 

Undoubtedly intermarriages in Italy are not rare, and the liberalism 
prevailing in the middle classes makes many refase to state their religion 
in the census lists, but a decrease of the Jewish population to the extent of 
50 per cent, is out of the question. The whole report makes the same sensa- 
tional impression, as the often repeated statement that half of the Berlin 
population had in the beginning of the nineteenth century apostatised.

LL credit to those grave seigneurs in whose hands lies the destiny of 
the Jewish Working Men’s Club. Alie Street has at length realised 
the extent of its limitations, and intends setting to work with a will 
with the idea of placing its housein order. Something had to be done 

, to introduce a more progressive spirit into the management of onr 
oldest Jewish elob, but hitherto modern ideas have come in at the door only 
to be thrown out of the window. Club members had long realised that the 
institution was nearing its dotage, but the powers-that-be pooh-poohed the 
yery thought until, a few days ago, a general meeting was summoned to 
jnquire into the falling off of members and to arrest, if possible, a rapid 
decline. 1 am told that far more plain speaking was indulged in during 
those couple of hours than has been the case in the past twenty years. 

Everyone had a shot at the solution of his or her particular grievance, 
and everyone seemed armed with a suggestion whereby the Alie Street Club 
might be replaced on its pedestal and surrounded with a nimbus of social 


and intellectual superiority once again. The very idea that the club might 


possibly be compelled to close its doors after a not ingiorious record 
appealed to the sentimental feelings of a good many of the vider, and more 
level-headed, of the members. It seems that the suggestion to invoke the 
aid of the whist-drive as a factor in the rejuvenation of Alie Street was 
received with general commendation ; the pastime had the. merit of heing 
attractive, a8 Well as up to date. By way of experiment a series is to be 
started in January. The entrance fee has been fixed at a very Jow figure, 
and as members only will be allowed to participate, it is believed that the 
innovation will attract many new members, as well as help to win back 
others who have succumbed to the charms of brighter clubs. 

Among the illuminating remarks that found expression at the meeting 
was one to the effect that Anglo-Jewry owed a tremendous debt of gratitude 
to the club. “*And I’Jl tell you why,” said the speaker. “The club has 
helped to send up the Jewish birthrate!” The meeting smiled, and 
wondered whether the speaker was in earnest or not. “* Yes,’’ he repeated. 
He had nine sisters, so it seems, and of those nine, eight had discovered 
their prospective husbands within the four walls of the club! Unattached 
Jewish maidens should read and inwardly digest this stupendous piece of 
information. True, all that the speaker admitted happened years ago. 
Times have changed greatly since then, and our Jewish girls have since 
assimilated some quaint, high-minded notions. But there is still hope, and 
who knows but that these whist-drives may not again make of the Jewish 
Working Men’s Clab a considerable communal asset from a matrimonial 
standpoint alone ? 

The Bishop of Stepney, in presenting the prizes last week to the 
successfiil students at the Whitechapel Foundation School, made reference 
to the “ tolerant spirit” in which he regarded all East Eoders. “I desire to 
emphasise what the Chairman (the Rev. G. M. Hanks) has said regarding my 
sympathies with all Kast Enders, irrespective of creed.’ As a matter of 
fact, he said, he had had some great friends among Jews, and when recently 
he had put down his name for the Athenzeum Club among those who bad 
recommended him for membership were the Bishop of London and the Chief 
Rabbi. The speaker's statement was received with general cheering.

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Insanitary Houses in Stepney. 


ACTION BY THE STEPNEY BOROUGH COUNCIL. 


[From a Correspondent. | 

The Jewish community in East London is much affected by the housing 
conditions under which they have to live. During the anti-alien agitation 
and in much of the evidence placed before the Alien Immigration Commission 
overcrowding and insanitary conditions were attributed to the alien immi- 
grant, as if he were responsible for the neglect of local authorities to carry 
out their powers and to enforce the law. Steps that have recently been 
taken by the Stepney Borough Council to deal with the many courts and 
alleys that abound in the Borough under the Housing and Town Planning 
Act, 1909, will, therefore, be noted with more than ordinary interest. Houses 
that are ‘ unfit for human habitation” are the breeding grounds of disease, 
vice and crime. Much of the poverty dealt with by the Jewish Board of 
Guardians and other Jewish charitable agencies is the direct result of sick- 
ness. Consumption in particular may, in very many cases, be traced to 
narrow courts shut in from the open street and admitting little sunlight or 
air, or to houses with damp walls and no through ventilation or adequate 
Sanitary accommodation. The Jewish Board of Guardians many years ago 
set an example to the local public bodies in East London’ by 
the efficiency with which their work of sanitary inspection was 
carried out, and this was only given up when the Stepney Borough Council 
more adequately covered the ground than their predecessors, the local 
vestries. The importance of the matter, in its bearing on the problem of 


- poverty, has, therefore, long been recognised by our premier Jewish charity. 


At the last meeting of the Stepney Borough Council the Public Health 
Committee recommended the closure of some fifty houses in eight courts 
under Section 17 of the Housing Actas being “unfit for human habitation.” 
Representations lad been previously made by the Medical Officer of Health 
to the Committee as required by the Act, and members of the Committee 
personally visited the courts dealt with and also interviewed the owners. 
Most of the houses dealt with have been inhabited by Jews, and the owners 
in the case of four of the courts were also Jews. It is satisfactory to note 
that the Borough Council adopted the recommendation of the Pablic Health 
Committee, although it is to be regretted that almost all the Jewish members 
of the Council did not support it. 7 

The following two extracts from the Medical Ojdjicer's report on the 
courts dealt with will indicate the conditions sought to be remedied :— 

This court is situated as in a well, with high buildings all round it. with the 
entrance through a narrow covered entrance. Gn account of the position of the 
houses in the court there is stagnation of air. and the conditions are injurious to 
health. They are two-roomed ‘houses, without thorough light and ventilation. They 
have. therefore, all the bad qualities of back-to back houses. There are no damp- 
proof courses. As the brickwork is old, the rain-water soaks through the bricks and 
the dampness creeps up from the earth. In some cases the dampness is hidden by 
boards. The windows of No. 7 are directly opposite, and within 3! feet-of the doors 
of the common w.c.’s. 

There are five houses in this court, which is entered by a long, narrow entrance 
: These are two-roomed houses without through light and ventilation. ‘here 
are no back yards, no separate w.c.’s, and no water supply to any of the houses. 
There is one wc. at the entrance to the court, which is common to the five houses. 
The brickwork is old, and there are no damp-proof courses, consequently the walls 
are damp. The dampness is, in some instances, hidden by the walls being match- 
lined. The floor is on the bare earth. Both rooms are used as bedrooms. In No 5 
the brickwork is old and the bricks are loose, and have shifted near the window. The 
water for laundry purposes is boiled in the yard over a fire in a tub. There is an 

ccumulation of rubbish in the court, due to there being no dust receptacle. 

The closures agreed upon by the Stepney Borough Council are the first 
results of a survey of insanitary houses which is being made in the Borough, and 
which is likely to prove of incalculable benefit to East London in general, and 
its Jewish residents in particular. The new powers given to local authorities 


by the Housing Act, 1909, of making closing orders without the necessity 


of obtaining an order from a magistrate, will do much to facilitate the work 
of dealing with insanitary property. Complaints as to the delay which 
formerly took place were made to the Alien Immigration Commission ‘by 
Mr. A. T. Williams and other witnesses.

A BUSINESS MAN'S VIEW. 


Mr. Joseph Lyons, one of the foremost business men of the day, believes 
in Sport 3inmoderation. In answer to a question on the subject whether too 
much time is given to games, he wrote recently in a contemporary as 
follows: feel it impossible to give a direct answer of either‘ Yes ' or’ No! 

-somuch depends upon what is considered as‘ sport,’ and to draw a dividing 
line between what should be considered too much and what is just enough 
is extremely difficult. I am a firm believer in all forms of outdoor exercise 
and recreation for all classes, but within reason. I do not believe in over- 
doing it. Amongst the working classes | am sometimes inclined to think 
that more thought and attention are given to the question of football matches, 
and so on, than is needful, because there is always the question of whether 
watching them, filling one’s mind with the subject and sometimes betting on 
the results, can be called either sport or exercise. ! 
there are many who do too little or none, and whose minds are always filled 
with their business and intellectual pursuits to the exclusion of practically 


all outdoor exercise of any kind whatever, to the detriment of both mind | 


and body. On the whole, I do not think too much time is given to the actual 
playing of games, but who can say what amount of indulgence in sport and 
exercises is justified in each individual case ? | a

LASKER’S RECORD, | \ 


A contemporary stated last week, apropos of the recent Lasker-Janowsky 


match, that both Tarrasch and Marshall scored wins against the champion in 


their matches withhim. This, states the Sunday Times, is an error. Tarrasch 
certainly scored wins (three, against eight of Lasker), but Marshall, as we 
only quite recently pointed out, failed to win a single game; and, like 
Janowsky, lost eight; the only difference being that Marshall drew more 


games. Lasker's record against Janowsky is truly remarkable. Just about 


a year ago Lasker and Janowsky contested a series of ten games in Paris for 
a handsome purse, given by M. Nardus. Of this series Lasker won seven, 
lost one, and two games were drawn. Thus,in two trials of strength with 
Janowsky, the champion has won fifteen games, lost one, and drawn five, 4 
decisive proof of superiority! In fairness to Janowsky, it must, how- 
ever, be pointed out that in 1908, also in Paris, he won two games and lost 
two games in a short match with Dr. Lasker, which encouraged Janowskys 
friends to hope that he would make an excellent fight in a longer match.

Alas, my friends, my best 
beloved, it is small wonder. The Perpetual Lamp 
is not burning ; the eye of the world is dimmed ; 
the Holy of Holies is dark. Ay, and God's altar is 
shattered and overthrown and in its place—oh 
heavens !—a foul idol, a swines head. Oh loathsome 
abomination! Mercy, God of Abrahain ! : | 

One moment, and on those steps which the 
Levites used to mount with lyre and psaltry, in full 
song, sobs and sighs are heard, and bitter cries of 
woe, weeping and lamenting. Their Holy of Holies 
is dark ! 

But another moment anda majestic voice rings 
out, the voice of Judas the Prince. 
brothers, my heroes, sin not against the Lord. Dry 
your tears, put away your grief. Joy must not be 
over-clouded. Come, let us cleanse the House of our 
God ; let us leave no trace of defilement, no atom of 
uncleanness ; let us sanctify His Name thus publicly. 
To the cleansing, Maccabees ! ” 

So spake he, and instantly, as one man, they 
turned to the work, sweeping and scrubbing and 
rubbing and polishing. And now all is clean and 
bright as heaven itself. “ Clean,” cries the 
conqueror, and a heavenly voice echoes the word. 

One moment more, and our hero takes up the 
one remaining flask of oil, saved by a miracle of 
miracles from defilement.

the chief of the heroes, leader in 
his father’s place, stands up and kindles the lights, 
and thanks God for his miracles and his salvation.

So for eight days and eight nights Jerusalem is 
a city of gladness and rejoicing. Youths and 
maidens, old men and children, dance and make 


merry. Eight full days and nights—this is, indeed, 


a festival, the father of all feasts and the first of 
all Chanucahs! | 


Feasts pass away, and years roll on; years and 
centuries pass like a dream; a thousand years, and 
yet another thousand—they are gone, and lost like 

esterday. And now how differentitis! Alas, my 
riends, my. best beloved, bow cruel is the contrast ! 

Our-land is in strange hands; our holy moun- 
tain and our Temple are waste and desolate. 
Where now is Lebanon? Where Sharon? Where 
our Priests and Levites? All,all have passed away 
like a watch in the night; they are no more; nota 
single Levite is left to sing the Song of Degrees. 
They are all sundered and scattered adrift among 
the nations; turn where you will, there you will 
find an exiled Hasmonean. From what heights are 
we fallen, and to what depths! 

On a strange soil, where all too often the ser- 
pent and the scorpion bite, the young Maccabe 
stands and lights his candles. 7 

Many and bitter-sweet are the memories that 
they awake in him. “Once upon a time ’—that is 

all our story, all in the past; but what have we 
now? Wind and storm blow from all sides; our one 
pale candle is flickering, flickering ; another moment,

and the last spark—heaven forfend !—may die; and 
the Son of David, the Messiah—how he tarries, how 
he delays ! | 

The lights tremble and flicker with each tear 
that falls from the eyes of him who kindles them ; 
trembling and flickering, trembling and flickering. 

But suddenly—he knows not how or whence— 
out of their wan flame and their yellow rays visions 
begin once more to rise. .A little movement—and 
behold a picture,and then a second. Whatare they, 
these pictures? Passing strange? Do you not see 
the heroes of old, the father and the son ? 

Thev turn to the child, and fondle him, and pinch 
his cheex. “ Peace be unto you, little Maccabee, 
and peace to your candles! D > you know who has 
brought us back? It is your tears, child Gideon, 
that have broken our rest. We can stand against 
ten thousand foes, we can fight the most savage 
enemies; but we are as nothing before one teay of a 
Hebrew child that is shed for the exile of ‘the 
Shechinah. Your tears have pierced to our very 
souls, Cease weeping, dry your tears, or we melt 
away before your eyes. This is no time for grief: 
to-day is Chanucah! Do you light candles, dear 
child? Itis well. So did your ancestors, and their 
ancestors too; and from you right back to the first 
generation it is but one candle. The whole earth 
will be broken into fragments, all the mountains 
will be moved, but our light will not go out. Think 
of this long line of lights from our time to yours, 
lights beyond all counting and all reckoning; and 
sigh no more, grieve no more. For knowand remem- 
ber that every Jew who lights candles on the Feast 
of Lights is scattering, as of old, a thousand foes ; 
know and remember that all the lights are alike, for 
all have been kindled at that very first light of ours. 
And as you light your candles, know and remember 


that this is the beginning of wisdom: to love our ~ 


people, to learn our language and speak it, and— 
chief of all—to study our Law and study it again. 
Do but these things, and you can never do wrong. 
For how can it be that-a Hebrew child should stray 
from the right path! What did we fight for? 

So put away your grief. If only you will do 
what we say, you and your playmates, then there 
will come a day—ah! what a day that will be —when 
this dim light of ours will grow to a mighty blaze, 
which will illumine our dark journey ; when a voice 
will be heard in the wilderness . . . and the 
rough places will be made smooth ; and then we too, 
by divine help, will rise again, and all of us, yes, 


every single one, will meet in Zion (even our uncle 


Ishmael too; for surely he will have had time enough 
to grow wise, and will no longer be “a wild man” 
. » « ) Yes, ali of us will come to life again; 
and then of course we shall begin to light once 
more—but this time the whole world will light. Ah— 
great beyond measure is that hidden light, the light 
of the fature. No words can describe its glory even 
faintly; no mind can conceiveit .. . 
But meanwhile—know and remember! 
And now —your hand, little Macecabee! Good- 
bye, and fare you well, you and your playmates.
